However, the 
yople of America themselves were not 
uy too Cooperative to this new agency. 
they thought war a long way from Amer 
ia’s shores, and regarded it impossible 
wattack any American property. 

But Pearl Harbor and later indiscrimi- 
wate bombings by the Japanese changed 
the attitude of the American people. They 
ire now welded together by bonds of de- 
rmination, they are now considering the 
protection of America and the expansion 
xeasioned in the Civilian Defense organ- 
ations testify to their general feeling.

Regular Commissions 
For Naval Reservists 


Legislation authorizing appointment in 
the Regular Navy and Marine Corps of 
Reserve officers who have had 18 months’ 
active service, and who meet mental and 
physical requirements, has been reported 
by the House Naval Affairs Committee. 

Twelve of the 18 months must have been 
spent at sea or in the field. 

The bill reported, H. R. 4808, originally 
was intended to enable appointment in 
the Navy of Class V-7 graduates, but 
scope of the bill was enormously widened 
by the committee. The orignial measure 
was approved by the Bureau of the Bud- 
get and by the Navy Department, which 
told the committee, ““The advantages of 
this bill are two-fold: First, to provide an 
udditional incentive for personnel to en- 
roll as midshipmen in the Naval Reserve, 
and, second, to assist in meeting the im 
mediate requirements in the lower grades 
in the line of the Navy in view of the ex- 
pansion of the Naval Establishment in 
promoting national defense.” 

Said the committee in its report, pre 
pared by Representative Cole, of N. Y.: 
“It appears to the committee that the bill 
in the form reported herein has two dis 
tinct advantages, first, in providing a 
suitable reward for oflicers of the reserve 
forces who demonstrate exceptional 
ability in the performance of their 
assigned duties during the present war, 
and, second, in assisting in meeting the 
immediate requirements of the officer per 
sonnel in view of the tremendous expan 
sion of the Naval Establishment incident 
to the fulfillment of the two-ocean Navy 
program,” 

As reported, the measure reads: 

Be it enacted, etc., That commissioned offi 
cers of the Naval Reserve and the Marin 
Corps* Reserve shall be eligible for appoint 
ment to commissioned rank in the Regular 
Navy or Regular Marine Corps, respectively, 
in such numbers as the President may deem 
necessary. Officers so appointed shall, upon 
appointment, occupy the same grade, with the 
same precedence, occupied by them in the 
Naval Reserve or the Marine Corps Reserve. 

Sec. 2. All appointees authorized by section 
1 of this act shall, on 30 June of the calendar 
year in which appointed, have completed, 
while in a commissioned status, not less than 
18 months of continuous active service in the 
Navy or Marine Corps, 12 months of which 
shall have been on board ships of the Navy 
or service in the field: Provided, That they 
shall, before appointment, establish their 
moral, physical, mental, and professional 
qualifications in accordance with such rules 
and regulations as the Secretary of the Navy 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 3. Each officer appointed pursuant to 
this act to the grade of ensign or second lieu 
tenant and each officer so appointed to a grade 
above that of ensign or second lieutenant 
shall, respectively, become eligible for promo 
tion or for consideration by a selection board 
as of the date the officer next junior to him 
becomes 80 eligible: Provided, That the 
qualification of sea service prescribed in sec 
tion 11 (c) of the Act of 23 June 1938 shall not 
apply to such officers while in the grade to 
which originally appointed. 

The bill originally provided for ap- 
pointments in the Navy line only, and set 
a maximum age of 26 years on such ap- 
pointments. 





No Report on Service Pay Bill 

The Budget Bureau still has not ren- 
dered a recommendation on the interde- 
partmental pay bill, 8. 2025, though offi- 
cials of that bureau intimated that dis 
cussions of the matter have been had with 
President Roosevelt. 

A report on the measure was promised 
two weeks ago to Senator Johnson, of 
Colo., sponsor of the bill and chairman of 
the subcommittee which is holding hear- 
ings on the measure. However, Senator 
Johnson has postponed further considera- 
tion of the bill pending a Budget Bureau 
report. 

The long delay, Mr. Johnson intimated, 
has given some cause for encouragement, 
since it can be argued that serious con- 
sideration is being given to the proposal. 

It will be remembered that the past 
year has seen substantial increases pro- 
posed and approved for the civil employ 
ees of the government. 

Meanwhile, this week President Roose- 
velt aflixed his signature to legislation, 
H. Rh. 5837, setting up a new promotion 
system for the Coast and Geodetic Sur 
vey. The new system combines features 
of the selection system of the Coast Guard 
with the age-in-grade promotion system 
of the Army. 





Promote Marine Commandant 

The President this week approved leg 
islation, S. 2004, providing rank of lieu- 
tenant general for the commandant of the 
Marine Corps, and also signed 8. 1995, 
which will place as many major generals 
as practicable on the selection boards 
which select brigadier generals for pro- 
motion to major general. 

S. 2004 changes title of the comman 
dant from “Major General Commandant 
of the Marine Corps” to “Commandant of 
the Marine Corps.” It will entitle Maj. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb to rank of lieuten- 
ant general, with an additional annual 
money allowance of $500. 

Since rank of lieutenant general goes 
with the commandancy and General Hol- 
comb already has been confirmed in that 
rank, further Senate action will not be 
necessary, and the Secretary of the Navy 
is expected to issue the promotion order 
within the next few days. 





Scrutinize Army Nominations 

As a result of charges by the Special 
Senate Defense Investigating Committee 
that officers cited by that committee for 
irregularities in connection with the de 
fense program have been “punished” by 
being promoted, the Senate Military Af 
fairs Committee has created a_ special 
subcommittee which will examine care 
fully all nominations for promotions of 


| officers. 


Named to the subcommittee were Sena- 
tors Chandler, of Ky., a reserve officer; 
Kilgore, of W. Va., and Holman, of Ore.

| Army War Promotion 





Plan Effective 1 Feb. 
Detailed plans of the Army’s wartime 


promotion system have been issued by the 
War Department to supplement the gen 


eral announcement made early this 
month. 
The system of temporary promotions 


for all components is based on Appendix 
B to Mobilization Regulation 1-8, modi- 
fied by Circular No, 1, 1942, Both refer 
ences are printed in full below. 

Under the plan, the system will be put 
into effect on 1 Feb. and normally no offi- 
cer will be recommended for promotion 
for more than one grade at a time nor un 
less he has served for six months in a po- 
sition calling for a higher grade than he 
holds. 

Text of the plan follows: 

1. Promotion of officers in the Army of 
the United States.—1. a, Effective at once, 
the peacetime systems of promotion pre- 
scribed for oflicers of the National Guard, 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and retired 
Regular Army officers are discontinued. 
All previous instructions on the subject 
of promotion of officers are revoked. 

b. The temporary promotion system 
applicable to all officers of the Army of 
the United States prescribed in Appendix 
B, “Special Promotion System,” MR 1-3, 
as modified hereinafter, is adopted, Cer 
tain initial temporary promotions to 
grades of colonel and lieutenant colonel 
under existing authority will be an 
nounced by the War Department by 15 
Jan. 1942. 

c¢. Recommendations for promotion will 
be forwarded direct to the War Depart 
ment by the following for elements under 
their jurisdiction : 

(1) GHQ for GHQ units not attached 
to subordinate commands. 

(2) Army commanders, including 
American Forces in the Far Bast, Ha 
waliian Department, and Caribbean De 
fense Command. 

(3) Corps area commanders. 

(4) Chief of the Army Air Forces. 

(5) Chief of the Armored Force. 

(6) Chiefs of arms and services. 

(7) Heads of divisions of the War De 
partment General Staff and other War 
Department activities not mentioned 
above, 

2. a. Recommendations for promotion 
will be limited to position vacancies (par. 
6, Appendix B, MR 1-3) under the allotted 
percentages (pars. 3 and 4), Vacancies 
will be determined us follows: 


(1) No vacancy exists in the position where 
an officer of an arm or service and grade ap 
propriate to the position is assigned to the

Seagrams Furthers Campaign 

Because the supply of their first four 
cautioning posters has been exhausted by 
un unexpected demand, the Seagram Dis- 
tillers Corp., New York City, has issued 
au second series of four posters which, like 
their predecessors, caution Americans 
against loose talk and rumor-mongering. 
Mr. George IE. Mosley, assistant advertis- 
ing manager for the Seagram firm, whose 
war-time activities include the distilling 
of alcohol, said this week that not only 
taverns, but draft boards, arsenals, air 
raid wardens, and others throughout the 
country have requested copies of the 
posters. 

The posters, all eight of which are the 
artwork of Seymour R. Goff, Seagram’s 
art director, were originally intended only 
for distribution to taverns. An original 
announcement explained that because the 
tavern is a place for friendly association 
and discussion there was a likelihood that 
“enemy ears” might utilize this friendly 
utmosphere to secure important informa- 
tion. The posters remind tavern patrons 
that “Free Speech Doesn’t Mean Careless 
Talk!” and that “Loose Lips Might Sink 
Ships.” 
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New Negro Unit» 

Plans have been formulated for organi- 
zation of the 93rd Infantry Division, (tri- 
angular) a colored division, and a new 
colored unit of the Army Air Forces, the 
100th Pursuit Squadron, the War Depart- 
ment announced on 22 Jan. 

The 93rd Infantry Division, to be com- 
posed of colored regiments now in service 
and additional men drawn from various 
replacement training centers, is expected 
to be a completely welded Army unit by 
May. It will be stationed at Fort Hua- 
chuca, Ariz. 

The 100th Pursuit Squadron will be 
the Army’s second air unit composed of 
colored men. The first of such units, the 
99th Pursuit Squadron, has been in train- 
ing since September at Tuskegee, Ala. On 
successfully completing their training, the 
cadets of the 99th Pursuit Squadron will 
be commissioned as second lieutenants, 
and assigned as instructors to other col- 
ored groups awaiting training. 

Colored men are included also in the 
various officer candidate schools where 
enlisted men who have shown outstanding 
qualities of leadership are trained for 
commission as second lieutenants. 

Colored groups in the Army include im- 
portant Cavalry, Coast Artillery, Infan- 
try, Quartermaster, Signal Corps, Engi- 
neer, Ordnance, Anti-Aircraft, and 
Chemical Warfare units. There are also 
colored Medical detachments, including 
Army nurses. In almost all locations 
where colored units are quartered, there 
are also white troop units. 

Four regiments, the 184th Field Artil- 
lery, the 372nd Infantry, the 366th Infan- 
try, and the 369th Coast Artillery, are 
completely officered by colored officers, 
from lieutenant to colonel.

Lt. Col. Zivojin Radoychich, Military 
Attache at the Yugoslavian legation in 
Washington, D. C., was among the officers 
present. 

The citation which accompanied the 
award of the Distinguished Service Medal 
is as follows: 

“Louis J. Fortier, Colonel, (then Lieutenant 
Colonel), (Field Artillery), General Staff 
Corps, United States Army. For exceptionally 
meritorious and distinguished services in a 
position of great responsibility as Military 
Attache at the American Legation, Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia, in April 1941. Lieutenant Colonel 
Fortier was charged with the mission of mak- 
ing contact first with the Yugoslav Prime 
Minister at Zvornik, and, later, with the Ger- 
man authorities in Hungary with a view to 
ending the bombardment of Belgrade. From 
April 8th to 12th Lieutenant Colonel Fortier 
drove through battle and devastated areas un- 
der frequent bombing and aerial machine gun 
fire, and, in order to enter Hungary traveled 
on horse, on foot, and on a railroad section 
handcar through thirty kilometers of the de- 
molished zone, Lieutenant Colonel Fortier 
combined to a marked degree the qualities of 
diplomat and soldier and by his initiative, 
prompt and forceful action, successfully ac- 
complished his mission and his activities are 
credited by the American Minister with hav- 
ing resulted in causing the terrific bombard- 
ment of Belgrade to be suspended.” 


6th Armored Division 

The 6th Armored Division will be or- 
ganized at Ft. Knox, Ky., early in Feb- 
ruary, the War Department announced 
22 Jan. At a later date it will be moved 
to a permanent station, the location of 
which has not been announced. 

Composed of two tank regiments, three 
Field Artillery separate battalions, an In- 
fantry regiment, Reconnaissance batta- 
lion, an Anti-tank battalion. Engineer bat- 
talion, service units, attached observation 
aircraft, and under certain conditions an 
antiaircraft unit, the division will have 
manpower strength of more than 10,000 
officers and men. 

The division is so organized as to per- 
mit the easy formation of two or more 
powerful combat teams, resulting in much 
faster dispatch of orders and reduction of 
the time required to get the division into 
action. 

Commissioned cadres for all elements of 
the 6th Armored Division have already 
started to move to Ft. Knox, as well as 
certain enlisted specialists. Additional 
fillers and cadre replacements will be 
furnished by Replacement Training Cen- 
ters of the Armored Force and of arms 
and services concerned.

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Field Artillery

A very interesting part of the radio pro- 
gram “We the People” on Tuesday 20 Jan. 
1942, occurred when General Danford re- 
lated the story connected with the writing 
of the Field Artillery Caisson Song. 

Tables of Organization for all Field 
Artillery units are now under revision. In 
answer to many queries it may be stated 
that it is expected to provide at least the 
same and in some cases more antiaircraft 
and antitank protection than is included 
in the present tables. 

Of interest to all Field Artillerymen 
was the dispatch by Clark Lee to the As- 
sociated Press during the past week. He 
described the action of one of the bat- 
teries in Col. Alexander Quintard’s regi- 
ment. Colonel Quintard praised highly 
the conduct of American officers and Fili- 
pino troops, stating that “All are taking 
it and handing it back in fine style al- 
though our work would be more effective 
with assistance of a little aerial spotting 
of targets and observation of results.” 

The Field Artillery takes great pride in 
General MacArthur’s communique of 13 
Jan. 1942, which is quoted verbatim : 

“In twenty-four hours of continuous artil- 
lery fighting, American and Philippine bat- 
teries proved definitely superior to those of 
the Japanese. Columns of enemy tanks and 
other armored units, as well as infantry con- 
centrations, were shattered and dispersed by 
our fire, with heavy Japanese losses. Our 
counter-battery fire was particularly effec- 
tive. Eleven hostile batteries were silenced. 
Enemy artillery elements have now been 
withdrawn well to the rear of the positions 
formerly occupied. Losses to American and 
Philippine troops were relatively slight. 

“Enemy air activity was confined fo at- 
tacks by dive bombers in support of artillery 
fire. No enemy bombing attacks were made 
on fixed fortifications.” 





War Dept. Photonews Board

of their duties will be stressed. 

Under this plan, the officers of the ney 
divisions will have the benefit of cohesiy 
training before the divisions are orgay 
ized. All instruction will be intensels 
practical, with a view to forming a unified 
command team which will function with 
maximum smoothness and efliciency from 
the outset. 

Assigned to the first courses will be 
approximately 500 officers of the first 
three Infantry divisions (triangular) to 
be organized under the Army expansion 
plan. Officers of divisions to be organ 
ized later will, in turn, receive similar 
instruction. In all, 32 new Infantry d- 
visions (triangular), of which the great- 
er proportion will be motorized, are tobe 
formed in 1942 under the present War 
Department plans.

Navy Bond Progress 


Secretary of the Navy Knox will pre- 
sent to Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau a check covering sales of De- 
fense Bonds and Stamps among Navy per- 
sonnel for the month of December during 
the “Meet Your Navy” program to be 
broadcast over the facilities of the Blue 
Network of the National Brodacasting 
System on 3 Feb. The program will be 
aired from 8:30 to 9:00 P. M., over a na- 
tionwide hook-up. 

The Navy’s Payroll Reservation Plan, 
by which means Navy civilian personnel 
allocate certain portions of their wages 
for the purchase of Defense Bonds, went 
into effect in Washington this week, com- 
mencing with the 23 January payroll. The 
plan had been previously introduced into 
the field, where it has met with enthusi- 
astic support, especially among Navy 
Yard workers. 

Other government agencies will follow 
closely the progress of the Navy’s Payroll 
Reservation Plan as it is put into opera- 
tion among Navy Department employees 
in Washington. The Navy is the first Fed- 
eral agency to utilize this plan, which in 
the field has proven to be a great impetus 
in the Defense Bond Campaign. 

From the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
comes interesting sidelight news to the 
Navy’s intense campaign. Two workers at 
the Philadelphia Yard have made unique 
pledges to purchase bonds. John G. Bisa, 
a laborer, born in Ramallah, Palestine, 
and who entered America in 1932, has 
pledged his entire wages for the next six 
months towards the purchase of bonds; 
while Harold R. Polokoff, an apprentice 
shipwright, has pledged to purchase an 
$18.75 bond each week from his regular 
weekly earnings of $19.30. It was ex- 
plained that Bisa and his wife operate a 
small candy store, the profits of which 
will support the family, and that Polokoff 
will “make ends meet” from the money 
he receives for overtime pay. This is in 
direct contrast to usual procedure, where 
workers are giving overtime pay for the 
purchase of bonds.

In his address, Admiral Waesche ex- 
plained that during the last World War 
“he largest single losses to Naval forces 
were the loss of the ill-fated Naval collier 
(ydops, Which disappeared on the voyage 
fom Barbados, West Indies to Hampton 
Roads, Va., with a loss of 309 officers and 
wen and the loss of the Coast Guard cut- 
ter Tampa, which was sunk by an enemy 
torpedo in the English Channel, with a 
loss Of 115 Coast Guard officers and men. 
He said, “‘Already the loss of the destroy- 
e Kearney and the treacherous attack 
won Pearl Harbor, has resulted in Naval 
casualties tenfold larger.” 

Admiral Waesche appealed to the con- 
ference delegates to recognize the role 
American women must play during the 
war. He said, “Only a comparatively few 
women can participate in so-called semi- 
nilitary duty near the scene of hostilities, 
weh as driving ambulances, nursing the 
tick and wounded, and performing simi- 
lar functions. A great many can do their 
fart in office and factory, in civilian de- 
fense and other related activities.” The 
Coast Guard chief emphasized that “it is 
within the power of the women of this 
juntry to see that the moral spirit lives.”

os Senate Defense Investigating Committee, in a report by its chairman, 
Senator Harry S. Truman of Missouri, praised the United States Maritime Com- 
mission for having “done a good job” in the tremendous emergency shipbuilding 
program which forms one cornerstone of the nation’s war effort. This program, as 
recently expanded by President Roosevelt, calls for completion of 8,000,000 tons of 
merchant shipping during the present calendar year and 10,000,000 tons in 1943—by 
far the largest shipbuilding undertaking in the history of the world. Back of the 
commendation officially bestowed upon the Maritime Commission by the Sen:te 
agency lie such factors as the excellence of the Maritime Act of 1936, under which 
the Commission operates; the high calibre of appointments to the new body made by 
President Roosevelt; and the care and good judgment exercised by the Commis- 
sioners in surrounding themselves by a skilled and technically trained personnel. 
Asked to comment upon the President’s order greatly stepping up the merchant ship 
building program, Rear Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., the Commission chairman, 
replied, “We are taking it in our stride.” This was a literal, and not merely a rhetor- 
ical, statement, The Commission began making plans several years ago for just such 
an emergency as now confronts America. Since then it has designed several types of 
fast, economical and efficient merchant ships, which are now being produced on a mass 
basis. It has encouraged the expansion of existing shipyards and the establishment 
of new yards, 438 in all, belting the Atlantic, Gulf Coast and Pacific shores. It has 
placed auxiliary contracts for engines and ship equipment among hundreds of factories 
in more than 30 states, It has initiated a well-devised program to train ships’ officers 
and men, 

The outbreak of a “shooting war” found the Commission “in stride.” The 
problem now, although a formidable one, is essentially a problem of expansion along 
carefully mapped out lines. The Commission’s program is moving forward with a 
minimum of delay, confusion and lost motion,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—There is far reaching importance in the agreement being de- 
termined upon by the Pan American nations in Rio de Janeiro. The proposed draft is 
short, constituting a logical sequel to the agreements at Lima and Havana. The first 
article reaffirms the earlier declaration that an act of aggression against any one 
of them constitutes an act of aggression against all; article two reaffirms the deter- 
mination to cooperate for mutual protection; article three declares that, since Japan 
has attacked one of the nations and Germany and Italy have declared war, they “can- 
not continue diplomatic relations” with these nations; article four asserts that before 
any steps are taken to reestablish relations with the Axis they shall “consult together 
in order that their decision may be collective and unanimous.” The reticence of 
Argentina was overcome at first by including a statement that the break in relations 
must be “in accordance with their constitutiona] institutions and powers’’—that is, 
shall be reviewed and ratified by their legislative bodies. Later, the Argentine dele- 
gate further objected to the draft and was reported to be offering some changes. 
Doubtless, the Axis leaders in their conference for the coordination of their 
plans gave considerable attention to the South American situation and what 

they could do to thwart the American plans, South America, particularly nations 
like Chile with long coast lines, are definitely concerned over their own protection, 

and it is to them that the Axis powers doubtless will direct their heaviest propaganda 

guns to weaken their ties. Giving considerable concern to the Axis is the very real 

influence of the Rio understanding upon the Battle of the Atlantic. In the latter part of 
last summer a Portuguese mission was in Brazil at which time it is understood con- 
sideration was given to a suggestion that the Brazilians take over, temporarily, the 
administration of the mother country’s island possessions in the Atlantic. The rela- 
tionship between Portugal and her former colony in the new world is very close, 
so close that such a shift in administration could be accomplished without internal 

difficulty. The strategic importance of Portugal’s Azores, Madeira, and Cape Verde 
Islands is so great that the power which is able to use them as a base for surface or 
submersible vessels or for airplanes will have an enormous advantage over its enemies 
in controlling the shtpping lanes across the Atlantic. This is particularly true of the 
Azores and their relation to United States shipments to England. It will be recalled 

that the Portuguese complained bitterly about President Roosevelt’s reference to the 
Azores. There is little doubt that the possession weighs heavily on the nation, and, in 
their efforts to retain their neutrality, they doubtless would be glad of an opportunity 
to shift the responsibility to their South American kin, in which event, in light of 
the Rio conference, the United States would become responsible for their protection. 

Such action would then throw Spain’s Canary Islands into the limelight. There is 
reason to believe that Franco already is permitting the Germans to refuel and get 
other facilities on the Canaries. 

Activities of German long-range submarines along our Atlantic Coast fall natur- 
ally into the Axis plans. It is probable that their effect upon the Pan American nego- 
tiations was considered, but not that it was the primary consideration. More im- 
portant is the hope that by threatening the coast-wise shipping of the United States 
they will force us to withdraw navy vessels from trans-Atlantic duty to escort coast- 
wise convoys. Too, there is the Axis hope that it will weaken our efforts in the 
Pacific. The Rio agreement is evidence that the submarine campaign failed in that 
respect. Neither will our determination to keep goods going to England be swayed. 
Thus far there has been no evidence, but the possibility must be considered that the 
German submarines cruising in our coastal waters may also be laying mines. 

In the Far East there has been some concern lest the efforts of the United Nations 
be weakened through the fear on the part of China, Australia and the Dutch that the 
United States and England are giving their best efforts on the Hitler front and are 
considering the Pacific as a secondary theater, It was to offset such opinions that 
President Roosevelt gave such detailed attention this week to the visits of Dr. Van 
Mook, lieutenant governor of the Netherlands East Indies. At his press conference 
Mr. Roosevelt let it be known that a real effort is being made to move war supplies to 
the Dutch and that our attitude toward that theater is a most sincere and whole- 
hearted one. Actually, the concern of the eastern nations, particularly that expressed 
by Dr. Sun, is not well founded, if for no other reason than that the interest of the 
American public is in the Far Kast. To the average American the Pacific is the field 
in which his honor and vigor has been attacked and he wants action, Such public 
opinion can not be ignored, As President Roosevelt pointed out to his press conference 
there are many difficulties inherent in operating over the distances involved in that 
theater and there are many difficulties involved in trying to give the public a picture 
of what we are doing. War Department spokesmen also were strong in their state- 
ments that the United States has not lagged in its attentions to the Far Hastern 


theater. 














Japanese Rifle—The .25 caliber rifle, which is standard equipment in thé Japanese 
Army, is known most commonly as the “Arisaka” or the “Meiji.” It has been in manu- 
facture since 1908 or 1905. Those familiar with it say that it a highly satisfactory 
weapon, although for various reasons, (of which complication of the ammunition 
problem is one) the United States Army has frowned on the use of small caliber 
rifles. Most argue that a .25 caliber rifle bullet is virtually as damaging as the .30 
caliber as long as it strikes a vital spot. 

The Japanese rifle is similar in design to the German Mauser. Its most outstand- 
ing feature is a sliding bolt cover which moves back and forth with the bolt and 
keeps dirt and mud out of the firing chamber. It is accurate, as we speak of accuracy, 
up to about 600 yards, its sights being calibrated from 400 to 2,400 meters in units 
of 100 meters. The rifle has a weight of 10 pounds two ounces and this includes a 
sword-type bayonet similar to the French bayonet. The cartridge for the rifle weighs 
6.5 millimeters (the actual caliber being .256) and the bullet is of 135 grains similar 
to the 150-grain flat base bullet used in our M-2. Despite its small caliber, the rifle 
has an extra long barrel and is comparable in length to the German rifle. The muzzle 
velocity of the projectile is approximately 2,700 feet per second. 


Navy Transport Service—A Naval Air Transport Service is being organized by the 
Navy Department to provide a rapid means of transporting Naval personnel and cargo 
in connection with Naval operations. Operating directly under the Chief of Naval 
Operations (Naval Transportation Service), the Air Transport Service will be or- 
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ganized and administered according to existing Naval Regulations. Present plans

call for the organization of squadrons which can be expanded as service needs 
dictate. These squadrons will be placed in service at Norfolk, Va.; Kansas City 
Kan.; and Alameda, Calif. It is emphasized that this new service will in no Senge 
compete with regularly established airlines. 

While Navy transport planes have always been used wherever possible to carry 
personnel on official business, supplies, spare parts, and other urgently needed cargo 
the Naval Air Transport Service will provide a more efficient method of operation 
by placing all these planes on a regular schedule. The new service provides a factor 
of mobility which is particularly valuable to the Fleet in its operation. The Speed 
with which whole squadrons of Naval planes can be transferred from one theater 
of operations to another and immediately be ready for combat depends to a great 
extent on how quickly vital supplies are brought up to these areas. In this respect the 
new service assumes the relative importance of units of the Fleet Train. 

The establishment of this new service, the Navy pointed out, probably wil] 
create certain new positions in connection with the transportation of cargo and per. 
sonnel maintenance, etc. In this respect the Navy is relying on obtaining the persop. 
nel from the Naval Reserve or from experienced civilians. 


Quartermaster Corps—Brig. Gen. James L. Frink, Deputy Quartermaster General 
and formerly Quartermaster for the Fourth Corps Area, has been appointed Chief 
of the Motor Transport Division of the Office of the Quartermaster General, it wag 
revealed this week. The appointment of General Frink fills a vacancy caused by the 
recent transfer of Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Barzynski to be commander of the Chicago 
Quartermaster Depot. Col. H. J. Lawes, who has been acting Chief of the Motor 
Transport Division, returns to his former position as commanding officer of the 
Holabird Quartermaster Depot, Baltimore, Md. 

General Frink, whose son, Capt. James L. Frink, jr., is a West Point graduate 
now serving in the Field Artillery at Ft. Bragg, N. C., first entered the Army as an 
enlisted man in 1906. He served in non-commissioned grades in the Corps of Engineers 
and Cavalry, after which he was appointed a second lieutenant in the Infantry in 1908, 

During the World War he rose to the rank of lieutenant colone] and as a member 
of the AEF was cited for rare judgment in the selection of attack points for the 78th 
Division. He was also awarded the Distinguished Service Medal for his World War 
services. 

His transfer to the Quartermaster Corps was effected during the World War, 
when he was first placed in command of a battalion of motor mechanics, and then 
progressively was made assistant in the first section of the General Staff, assistant 
in the operations section of the First Corps, and as assistant chief of staff in charge 
of plans and training for the 78th Division. 

War in the Pacific has cut off the major supply of Manila rope for the present, 
but no serious Army shortage is expected, according to a War Department announce 
ment this week. The Quartermaster Corps has under way a large-scale research 
program to provide the best available substitutes for the Philippine rope fiber export, 
which amount to 12 per cent of the Islands’ total export volume. 

Research by the Quartermaster Corps has shown that temporarily Sisal fiber, 
grown in Mexico, Central America, Haiti, and the Bahamas may be used, mixed with 
ayailable supplies of Manila fiber. A satisfactory rope may be made of 50 per cent 
Manila fiber and 50 per cent Sisal fiber. 

At the same time, it was explained that for certain uses, a cotton rope, a 100 per 
cent American product, may be substituted for the Manila product. 

Mechanization or no, a soldier’s feet are of vital important to the Army, as is 
attested by recent Quartermaster Corps reports which show that there are 18 varieties 
of footgear in the Army, and that a stock of 142 different shoe sizes is maintained. 
A further announcement made this week that Army shoe procurement will be more 
than doubled, commencing in May, only emphasized the importance of Army shoe 
purchases, Present Quartermaster Corps purchasing plans call for “stepping up” 
service shoe procurements to 2,500,000 pairs a month. 

The two-fold increase in Army shoe production has been made possible as 
result of conferences between Quartermaster procurement oflicers and leading shoe 
manufacturers. The increase is expected to be made without any increase in factory 
facilities. Only anticipated difficulties concern the securing of suflicient upper and 
lower sole leather from tanners. Tanners have, however, worked out plans to provide 
sufficient leather for the accelerated shoe production program. 

The 18 shoe varieties include the service shoe, with three different kinds of soles, 
the Garrison shoe, obsolete but still being used to exhaust available supplies, the 
new low quarter tan shoe, three kinds of leather boots, two kinds of rubber boots, one 
type of overshoe, and seven articles of footwear for soldiers stationed in unusually 
cold climates. Whereas the Germans do not maintain half sizes in their Army shoes, 
and the Russians stock only about 15 sizes altogether, our Army stocks both half 
and full sizes ranging from size 41% to size 15, in six different widths. 

Quartermaster Corps contract awards for 1,300,000 one-piece working suits made 
of herringbone twill have been made to 37 contractors located in 23 states, the War 
Department reported this week in a release which stressed the importance of spread 
ing defense contracts over as broad a field as possible. 


Ordnance Department—Production progress accentuated news of the Ordnance 
Department this week as it was revealed that plants producing Ordnance materiel 
have not shut down for customary physical inventories; that production at gover 
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ment-owned shell-loading plants during December was 200 per cent greater than ia 
November ; that mass production of 20 mm. aircraft cannon has been attained ; and 
that a firm which, turning out a carload a day of accessories for artillery shells 
before war was declared, was able to double this production figure in the ten days 
following the declaration of war. 

Manufacture of the 20 mm. aircraft cannon, an automatic weapon which 
fires armor-piercing and high explosive ammunition with machine gun rapidity, was 
tripled within the past month, Ordnance officials reported this week, explaining that 
there is every indication that the production rate will continue its rapid climb. 

Checks totalling $3,069.20 have been received at the Office of the Chief of 
Ordnance for the Army Relief Society. The checks, which represent royalties 
“Arms for the Love of America”, the Army Ordnance Song, and “Any Bonds To 
day?’, the campaign song of the Treasury Department in its Defense Bond Selling 
Drive, were presented by Mr. Irving Berlin, composer of both songs. “Arms for the 
Love of America” was dedicated by its composer to Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wess 
Chief of Ordnance, who has turned the checks over to the Washington branch of 
the Army Relief Society. 
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Air Forees—Seats and cargo space on scheduled commercial air lines will 
je subject to priorities in the future, under a schedule established by Brig. Gen. 
ponal R. Connelly, Military Director of Civil Aviation. Reservations for seats or 
argo space will be made with regular established air agencies, as in the past; but 
the assignment of seats and space will be made only after 
those that may be required for official use have been filled. 

Those entitled to priority as outlined in General Con- 
nolly’s directive are: personnel of the White House, upon 
personal request and identification; Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps airplane pilots and their respective ferrying commands 
traveling under orders, upon presentation of such identifying 
orders; military personnel of Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Allied military missions who present travel orders directing 
travel by air; Army and Navy equipment, ammunition, sup- 
plies and material essential to the war effort ordered for air 
govement by the War Department; personnel of government departments and 
yencies whose activities are essential to the war effort, other than military personnel, 
aveling on specific orders for priority travel by air, which certifies such travel is 
yeessary to the successful prosecution of the war effort. 

While the Office of the Military Director of Civil Aviation established priorities, 
mee they are established it is mandatory that air lines assign seats and spaces in 
weordance. When there is no official need for space, reservations will be assigned in 
yeordance with customary practice. In a memorandum to the Departments and 
wencies, General Connolly requested that great care be taken in exercising air travel 
priorities to those cases where such travel is essential, to avoid disruption of civilian 
ye of air lines. Changes in the priority schedules may be made from time to time 
tp conform to the changing needs. 

In another of its moves to secure personnel for its pilot training program, the Air 
Corps in its latest lowering of qualification for Aviation Cadets has gone the limit 
ad dropped entirely the educational requirements heretofore in effect. A new “screen- 
ing test” will be given to all applicants for air crew training as bombardier, naviga- 
rs and pilots and there will be no exemptions because of college credits earned. The 
nw test, in which the applicant will choose the correct answer from five possible 
aswers given for each question, is designed to determine the applicant’s fitness to 
pursue the courses of instruction at the Air Corps training schools. 

For some time the Air Corps, by rigidly sticking to the provisions whereby all 
applicants for Aviation Cadet instruction had to have at least two years college or 
mike 100 on an Army intelligence test, has been having trouble in securing qualified 
personnel and its pilot training program has suffered accordingly. Already the Air 
(orps has announced that some 2,000,000 men, heretofore barred from pilot training 
due to the high educational standards, will become eligible under the new program. 

The new requirement set-up also specifies that married men as well as single men 
will be accepted for aircrew training. In the case of married men, they must secure 
fom their wives an affidavit that they (the wives) are self-supporting. At the same 
time the new regulations also allows those aviation cadets now in training to marry 
providing they can secure a similar affidavit from their prospective wives. 

A Dornier 217, one of Germany’s newest bombers, crashed into a balloon barrage 
able over Northeastern England a few nights ago, lost a wing and came down about 
imile away. The outstanding feature of this twin-engined bomber is its reported 
nnge, about 4,500 miles with a load of five or six tons. It has a wing span of 72 feet 
aid a top speed of nearly 300 miles per hour. It was immediately suggested that the 
try-out of this plane over England may be a prelude to its use in heavier raids on 
Russia, or even to bombings of the United States from bases in occupied France. 

However this is not the only Axis plane capable of flying the Atlantic and re- 
ming. Aeroplane, a British magazine ran a lengthy article on the subject of the 
possibility of the Axis bombing America last May. Classed as capable of bombing 
the United States are the German Heinkel 177 and the Italian Savoia-Marchettj 82. 
The Nazis Heinkel 177 has a reputed range of over 7,000 miles—carrying 1,000 pounds 
of bombs—more than enough from the 6,640 round trip between occupied France 
ad New York and return. The Italian Savoia-Marchetti 82 has a range of over 7,350 
niles with a 1,000-pound bomb load. The Germans are estimated to have 150 Heinkel 
17's while the Italians are said to have about 100 Savoia-Marchettis. It is noteworthy 
that these planes have not been used in air operations thus for in the war and the 
British have suspected that they are being held in reserve for special duty. 





Chemical Warfare Service—Acting in cooperation with the Office of Civilian 
Defense, the Chemical Warfare Service will establish as many as six more Civilian 
Defense Schools in four sectors of the country, which would augment the facilities 
it the Chemical Warfare School, Edgewood Arsenal, Md. 

Althought specific locations of the schools have not been selected, it is planned 
establish one in the Northeast, one in the Middle West, one along the Gulf Coast, 
we in Texas, and two on the West Coast. A War Department announcement said 
that while six schools have been authorized, four or five may prove sufficient to ful- 
tll plans of the Office of Civilian Defense. 

Patterned after the course at Edgewood Arsenal, the new schools will offer 83 
hours of instruction, covering all phases of civilian protection, including the technique 
of extinguishing incendiary bombs, fire fighting, rescue work, first aid, and decon- 
umination of areas subjected to gas attack. 

All of the schools will be operated and controlled by War Department personnel, 
vith funds supplied by the Office of Civilian Defense. Students for the schools will be 
lected on quota basis by Directors of Regional Offices of the Office of Civilian De- 
fense, and will be subject to approval by Corps Area Commanders.

cer for the District, and officer in charge of construction of the Air Base, has 
0 transferred to new duties. 

The base Isla Grande, once a swamp, some of which was 28 feet under water, 
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has been converted into a tract of land approximately 300 acres in size, on which 
have been erected structures and facilities which are said to make it probably the most 
complete and modern Naval air base under the American flag. Originally designed 
to cost slightly less than $9,000,000, the station was expanded during construction 
so that final cost approximated $30,000,000. 

To make the station possible, more than 4,000,000 cubic yards of mud and coral 
rock have been dredged from the habor, while more than 500,000 cubic yards of dirt 
and rock have been trucked in for a top dressing for the less solid mud underneath, 
Further statistical analysis shows that 25,000 pine piles have been driven to give 
firm foundations under each structure, and that many thousand tons of structural 
steel and 135,000 cubic yards of concrete have gone into the buildings. 


Ski Troops—Four new pieces of equipment have been designed by the Quarter- 
master Corps for use by the Army’s ski troops, these including a “self-camouflag- 
ing” tent, a “mummy” sleeping bed, a repair tip, and a repair kit. 

The tent, a sectional affair, weighing less than 12 pounds, is so devised that it 
can be used as a one to four man shelter. It’s construction of such an angle that 
shadows are at a minimum, the tent is said to be difficult to photograph from the air, 

The sleeping bag is mummy shaped, weighs 13 pounds, and is made in three 
sections, the outside one containing a matress. The three sections have slide 
fastener openings and are of overlapping, down filled, tube construction, A weather 
strip, containing the same material as the mattress, keeps out wind, rain, and snow. 
The outer covering, or “shell” contains an insulating pad of kapok within a water- 
proofed balloon cloth. When not in use, the sleeping bag rolls into a small carrying 
case. 

The repair kit consists of tiny bags, and weighs less than half a pound when filled 
eight men, is made of light metal and fits any ski, and is designed as a “limping 
device” to get a ski trooper back to his post on occasions when the tip of his ski 
has been so badly broken that it is unsuitable for immediate use. 

The repair kit consists of tiny bags, and weighs less than half a pound when filled 
with tools for repairing damaged skis. Important tool is a wrench and pair of pliers 
in combination, Other tools include a file and countersink. 


Army Nurse Corps—Following an announcement in last week’s AkMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL that nurses now serving in Iceland would be provided with parkas was the 
further announcement this week that Army nurses now working in cold climates 
will soon be wearing warm mittens styled very much like those worn by Air Corps 
oflicers. 

Quartermaster Corps clothing specialists, working in collaboration with Dr. 
Paul Siple, technical advisor to the Quartermaster General on cold climate clothing, 
have designed the nurses’ mittens, made of a dark brown shade of lightweight grain 
goatskin, with a smooth, finished surface. The lining is baby lambskin, a natural, 
very fine hair that gives the maximum of warmth with a minimum of weight. 

The previous regular issue, cold-climate, hand-covering for nurses consisted of 
a leather glove with mittens attached, with a muskrat fur back. Tests recently 
made by Dr. Siple have proved that gloves are inferior to mittens for use in ex- 
tremely cold weather, since in gloves the fingers are separated, permitting a 
maximum heat loss. 

The new mitten is a bell-shaped gauntlet with a flared top, designed to be worn 
usually with the gauntlet rolled down, exposing several inches of lambskin. In very 
cold or stormy weather, the gauntlet cuff can be rolled up over the coat sleeve. A 
snug fit prevents the entrance of air, snow or rain. 
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Parachute Troops—Designed to afford its user a greater freedom of movement, a 
new parachute jumper’s coat and trousers have been developed by Quartermaster 
Corps clothing technicians. New feature of the coat is the redesigning of the 
pockets. The two upper breast pockets have been so slanted that access to them 
can be readily made by placing the left hand into the right pocket or vice versa. 
Thus both hands will have free access while the ’chutist is coming down, making a 
landing, or disengaging himself from the ’chute, after he has landed. A double set 
of car fasteners affords security for the pockets. Collars and sleeves, as well as the 
center upper “life pocket”, are substantially the same as in the previously designed 
garment. 

Another feature of the coat is the restyling of the back, where in the area of 
the skirt an additional flare has been added by cutting a seam across the back at 
the waistline, thereby affording more room and freedom of action to the lower 
region of the trunk. 

The trousers have been redesigned so that they now have an elastic fabric at 
the lower part of the trousers, furnishing a better fit of the trousers to the ankle 
and calf. The pockets have been restyled to afford more carrying space for the 
parachutists’ equipment. These pockets are further equipped with “apartments” 
in which necessary equipment is carried. 


Marine Corps—The Marine Corps is preparing to classify some 300 former officers 
in an effort to obtain additional experienced men for specialist positions and general 
duty, according to Brig. Gen. R. 8. Keyser, USMC-Ret., Director of the Division of 
Reserves. Former officers who were honorably discharged and have since made 
application for recommissioning have been sent applications for Reserve commissions 
and told to appear before medical officers for physical examinations, it was stated. 
General Keyser emphasized that the applications would be examined at headquarters 
and the men found suitable would be recommissioned on the basis of merit and value 
to the Corps. 

Maj. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Commandant of the Marine Corps announced last 
week that employees of The Personal Products Corporation, Milltown, N. J., have 
volunteered to donate one day’s wages for the benefit of Wake Island defenders’ 
dependents. Furthermore, he said, the corporation, which is a subsidiary of Johnson 
and Johnson, is considering donating a sum matching their employees’ contribution, 
plus an additional amount equal to the value of raw materials used that day. It is 
estimated that the total donation would be between $10,000 and $12,000. 

Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Chief of the Army Air Force, declared in a letter to 
Maj. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Commandant of the Marine Corps that “the bravery 
and ingenuity” of the Marine defenders of Wake Island set an example “for all 
members of the Armed Forces of the United States to strive to emulate.” Asserting 
that he based his letter on a report which Rear Adm, John H. Towers, USN, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, had sent to him for purposes of information, General 
Arnold said: “The bravery and ingenuity described in this report are in keeping with 
the splendid records of the Marine Corps and I feel warrant inscriptions on a very 
bright page of those records for all members of the Armed Forces of the United States 
to strive to emulate. The memory of those who fell will always occupy a prominent 
spot in the history of our country and add to the past records of the Marine Corps.”

To this agency was given the task of securing sufficient numbers of these 
personnel and to assure an equitable distribution so that those that have to be dis- 
cated as a result of wartime necessities will not deplete the civil practice, and thus 
impair the health of the nation.

Value of the Procurement and Assignment Service was illuminated this week 
when officials reported that complete data on every physician in the country has been 
obtained, and that similar data is available on almost every dentist, and approximately 
per cent of the veterinarians. Officials state further that 2,000 of the nation’s 3,700 
wunties have been surveyed as to medical needs, and that men essential to the nation’s 
pealth and men available for service have been classified. 

Particular Service angle of utmost importance is the fact that the Procurement 
and Assignment Service has on record the names of fifteen to twenty thousand men 
available for immediate service with the Armed Forces, and that of this number, 
2000 are under the age of 36. The last fact is significant in that this would permit 
the Army and Navy to utilize the younger doctors in duties with troop units where 
they are needed most. No problem of rank is created either, since most of the 2,000 
doctors could be given the rank of first lieutenant. Thus it would seem that effective 
steps have been taken to eliminate the oft referred to deficiency of more than 1,000 
Medical Reserve Officers. 

A release from thé Executive Officer to doctors throughout the country late last 
week emphasized that wherever possible the positions of civilian doctors under 45 
should be filled or provisions made for filling their positions by those who are over 45, 
physicians under 45 who are physically disqualified for military service, women 
physicians, and instructors and those engaged in research who do not possess an M.D. 
degree whose utilization would make available a physician for military service.

Bureau of Aeronautics—Rear Adm. John H. Towers, USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, Navy Department, in an address delivered over NBC last Saturday 
declared that “one of the greatest problems of modern warfare is that of recognition 
of aircraft” and appealed to the youth of the United States to “watch flying, learn 
radio code, build models.”

“Today,” Admiral Towers said, “America is embarked upon a war-plane building 
Program so large as to stagger the imagination. In training to man this gigantic air 
feet are the best of American and Allied youth, pilots, gunners, radiomen and other 
lechnicians, Large numbers of these youngsters entered the service with an aviation 

ckground acquired in schools and by building models. They are finding that back- 
stound a very great help. You boys of the listening audience can help our country 
and help yourselves by taking advantage of every opportunity to acquire knowledge 
of aviation.” 

Secretary of the Navy Knox this week accepted in behalf of the Navy a Grumman 
‘mphibian airplane, purchased by citizens of the State of North Carolina. The plane 
Was formally presented by Hon. J. Melville Broughton, Governor of North Carolina 
at the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., on Wednesday. The Grumman will be 
Wed as an ambulance plane in the Navy. Its purchase was made possible through 
Popular subscription. 





Bureau of Ships—The Navy Department has negotiated a contract with the Merritt- 
Chapman and Scott Corp., New York, N. Y., under the provisions of which the Navy 
has acquired all of the vessels and facilities for coastwise salvage operations that 
were formerly controlled by this company and whereby this firm will operate under 
the direction of the Chief of the Bureau of Ships, the vessels and station thus ac- 
quired, together with additional salvage vessels and stations supplied or established 
by the Navy. The service contemplates the salvaging of all ships, public or private, 
that are wrecked on either coast of the United States or in Alaskan or Caribbean 
waters. The salvaging of vessels sunk or stranded on inland waters, in harbors, or 
in rivers or canals will be undertaken by this service only when and if local salvage 
facilities are not available, are inadequate or if Naval vessels are involved.

U. S. Soldier 


The following editorial appeared in the 
San Jose Mercury Herald on 12 Jan. 1942: 


“Soldiers have been with us more than a 
month, Big, little, medium sized soldiers 
everywhere, on the streets, in the stores, in 
hotels, at the shows and in our homes, 

“We looked at them quizzically when they 
came in high numbers. Most of them are boys 
grown up. They are from homes no different 
than ours. 

“They have mothers, fathers, sisters, broth- 
ers and friends at home. They are America 
answering a call. 

“We have come to like them, like them much. 
We have a sense of security in their presence. 

“They are a personable lot, courteous, quiet, 
busy carrying on. 

“Now and then a few go ‘haywire,’ but for 
the past month, so few have been the instances 
of innocent boisterousness it didn’t make any 
difference. 

“We congratulate Major General Robert C. 
Richardson, Jr., on the quiet discipline he 
maintains. 

“In all of history the civilian has feared 
the power of the army after war. The United 
States has been singularly free of any junker 
influence. 

“If these boys and their genial major gen- 
eral are any indication of today’s army, we 
need not have the slightest fear of an army 
hierarchy’s dictation. 

“It'll disband quickly. But we pray not to 
lamentable extent it did after the last war. 
Much of it must stand as a unified symbol of 
strength to fight ever for the right to be free 
men,” 





Army Uses Bicycles 

The Army’s first large purchase of 
bicycles since World War I, amounting to 
several thousand vehicles of standard de- 
sign, has been distributed among Army 
camps and depots for administrative pur- 
poses, Quartermaster Corps officials re- 
port. 

Sidelight to this announcement was the 
revelation that during the initial survey 
of bicycle requirements, a request was re- 
ceived from one camp for a lady’s bicycle. 
The request was neither explained nor 
granted, according to Quartermaster 
sources. 








The Horse in War 


Increase in antitank defenses and de- 
velopment of air power will decrease im- 
portance of armored units in warfare and 
increase use of cavalry, Maj. Gen. John 
K. Herr, Chief of Cavalry, recently told 
the Horse and Mule Association of 
America. 

General Herr, in his speech, which was 
printed in the Congressional Record by 
Ktepresentative Thomason, of Texas, 
stated that failure of the Germans to have 
cavalry in divisions contributed to their 
setbacks in Russia. 

The Germans make wide use of horses, 
said General Herr, but though the Nazis 
had reconnaissance units for the regi- 
ments and divisions, they had but one 
cavalry division. 

“In the advance into Russia,” he de- 
clared, “they lacked the cavalry strength 
in divisions and crops which would have 
greatly assisted them. Consequently, 
after the break-through of German 
armored forces, the Russian enemy often 
closed in along the line of advance and 
pinched off vulnerable motorized infan- 
try which followed. The Russians also 
frequently interposed between the motor- 
ized infantry and the marching divisions. 
Isolated armored units were surrounded 
and destroyed. Guerrilla warfare 
flourished, The tank elements were am- 
bushed by antitank units. 

“Cavalry can cope with all these situa- 
tions. It will ferret out antitank units 
wiiting in ambush. It will protect the 
flanks of the motorized infantry in battles 
and form a link with the slower moving 


marching divisions. It will cope with 
guerrilla warfare. It is well suited to 


hunt down parachutists.” 

The Russian Army has more than 1,- 
(00,000 animals, General Herr said, the 
Japanese Army more than 375,000, the 
German Army 960,000, and the American 
Army, 50,000, 

Though the Germans have but one cav- 
alry division while the United States has 
two, the Germans have more corps cav- 
alry regiments. They have horse troops 
with marching divisions, and a scouting 
platoon of 30 horsemen in each marching 
infantry regiment. In the German march- 
ing divisions practically all artillery and 
other transport is horse-drawn. The 
American divisions are completely motor- 
ized. 

Citing Maj. Gen. Robert H. Danford, 
Chief of Field Artillery, who said that 
demands of war might overtax facilities 
and materials to produce motor vehicles, 
General Herr declared that time is now 
here. “We should use the horse to the 
fullest extent possible,” he declared, 
thereby releasing the products of indus- 
try for other vital needs.” 

Stating that antitank units already 
were reducing effectiveness of tank units, 
General Herr commented, “Great as air 
power is, it is still in its infancy. Soon we 
will have planes mounting highly effec- 
tive antitank guns. What will be the 
effect of the antitank gun, the bomb and 
the machine gun, respectively, on the 
tank, the unarmored vehicles and the per- 
sonnel in trucks? It needs no vivid im- 
agination to forsee the carnage. Where 
ever enemy air can establish superiority, 
armored forces will be destroyed ... The 
relative power of cavalry will increase as 
un member of the ground exploitation team 
because of its cross-country mobility and 
powers of dispersion, which enable it to 
avoid losses from the air and continue to 
move, These inherent powers also enable 
cavalry to evade tanks, continue on, and 
attack supply columns and infantry in 
trucks.”

Completed Staff Work 


The following interesting and instry. 
tive paper is being distributed to Officers 
of the Provost Marshal General’s offi 


and school: 

1, The doctrine of “completed staff wor» 
is a doctrine of this office. 

2. “Completed Staff Work” is the study ¢ 
a problem, and presentation of a solution, by 
a staff officer, in such form that all that x. 
mains to be done on the part of the head ¢ 
the staff division, or the commander, jg jp 
indicate his approval or disapproval of the 
completed action. The words “completed g. 
tion” are emphasized because the more dig. 
cult the problem is, the more the tendency jy 
to present the problem to the chief in piege. 
meal fashion. It is your duty as a staff officg 
to work out the details. You should not cop. 
sult your chief in the determination of thoy 
details, no matter how perplexing they may 
be, You may and should consult other stag 
officers. The product, whether it involves the 
pronouncement of a new policy or effects ay 
established one, should, when presented to the 
chief for approval or disapproval, be worked 
out in finished form. 

3. The impulse which often comes to the jp. 
experienced staff officer to ask the chief what 
to do, recurs more often when the problem js 
difficult. It is accompanied by a feeling of 
mental frustration. It is so easy to ask the 
chief what to do, and it appears so easy for 
him to answer. Resist that impulse. You wil) 
succumb to it only if you do not know you 
job. It is your job to advise your chief what 
he ought to do, not to ask him what yoo 
ought to do. He needs answers, not questions 
Your jobs is to study, write, restudy and re 
write until you have evolved a_ single pro 
posed action—the best one of all you hav 
considered. Your chief merely approves o 
disapproves. 

4. Do not worry your chief with long e- 
planations and memoranda. Writing a memo- 
randum to your chief does not constitute com- 
pleted staff work, but writing a memorandum 
for your chief to send to someone else does 
Your views should be placed before him ia 
finished form so that he can make them bis 
views simply by signing his name. In most 
instances, completed staff work results ina 
sing'e document prepared for the signature of 
the chief, without accompanying comment, If 
the proper result is reached, the chief wil 
usually recognize it at once. If he wants com- 
ment or explanation, he will ask for it. 

5. The theory of compieted staff work doe 
not preclude a “rough draft” but the rough 
draft must not be a half-baked idea, It must 
he complete in every respect except that tt 
lacks the requisite number of copies and need 
not be neat. But a rough draft must not b 
used as an excuse for shifting to the chie 
the burden of formulating the action. 

6. The “completed staff work” theory may 
result in more work for the staff officer, butit 
results in more freedom for the chief. This! 
as it should be. Further, it accomplishes two 
things: 

a. The chief is protected from half-baked 
ideas, voluminous memoranda, and immatar 
oral presentments. 

b. The staff officer who has a real idea t 
sell is enabled more readily to find a market 

7. When you have finished your “completed 
staff work” the final test is this: 

If you were the chief would you be willing 
to sign the paper you have prepared, and 
stake your professional reputation on its be 
ing right? 

If the answer is in the negative, take it back 
and work it over, because it is not yet “com 
pleted staff work.”

OBITUARIES 


Lt. Comdr. Walter Douglas La Mont, 
USN-Ret., and recognized widely in engi- 
neering circles, died on 19 Jan., at his 
home in New York City. Commander La 
Mont’s brilliant work in engineering, with 
particular reference to boiler-manufac- 
ture, was recognized by the Navy Depart- 
ment as early as 1918, when he was made 
an engineer instructor at the Naval Acad- 
emy, Annapolis, Md. 

Born in Niagara Falls, N. Y., Comman- 
der La Mont entered the Naval Academy 
in 1906 and was graduated in 1910. He 
was intercollegiate champion gymnast 
while at the Academy, for which he was 
awarded a sword and gold medal. 

In 1912, he was in command of the 
Gunboat Craven, and two years later, 
when American naval forces landed in 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, he was one of the four 
air pilots who took part in the operations, 
thus becoming one of the first Naval avia- 
tors to engage in actual military opera- 
tions. 

Commander La Mont resigned in 1924 
to devote his time to perfecting a type of 
steam boiler which would utilize pres- 
sures then scarcely thought possible, and 
which at the same time would occupy less 
space and weigh less than types of those 
days. His patents were widely exploited 
by German engineers, who were quick to 
realize their value. His work has been 
recognized by the United States Navy 
and his inventions are being incorporated 
in the construction of many of our naval 
vessels. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Kath- 
aryne May La Mont, and by a son, Walter 
J. La Mont, and a daughter, Miss Sally 
La Mont.

ordinary heroism in action. Major Trapnell, 
who is a former football hero of the United 
States Military Academy, matched his brilli 
ant gridiron career with outstanding exploits 
on the battlefield. 

The action for which Major Trapnell was 
decorated took place at Rosario in La Union 
Province on 22 Dee., 1941, while his Cavalry 
unit was engaged in rear guard operations. 
During concentrated enemy fire from tanks 
and infantry, Major Trapnell remained be 
tween the hostile force and his own troops 
and set fire to a truck on a bridge, He waited 
under fire until the bridge was in flames be 
fore leaving the scene in a scout car. He then 
retired slowly with the rear elements of his 
organization, picked up wounded soldiers and 
rallied his men. 

With complete disregard of his personal 
safety, Major Trapnell delayed the hostile 
advance and set an inspiring example to his 
entire regiment. 

Major Trapnell, who is thirty-nine years 
old, was born in Yonkers, New York, He was 
appointed to the United States Military 
Academy from New Jersey, and was gradu 
ated in 1927. His athletic career, begun so 
auspiciously at West Point, continued after 
graduation, He has been active in a number of 
sports and is one of the Army's outstanding 
polo players,

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Nat. Guard Bureau Report 


Covering one of the most important 
periods in the history of the National 
Guard of the United States, the annual 
report of the Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau for the fiscal year ended 30 June 
1941 has been submitted to the Secretary 
of War. 

The report, covering the period during 
which the National Guard was inducted 
into the Army of the United States for 
the first time since 1917 showed that by 
the end of the fiscal year the National 
Guard had furnished the armed forces a 
total of 20,298 officers, 221 warrant offi- 
cers and 278,526 enlisted men. Before in- 
duction into Federal Service, the National 
Guard lost more than 96,000 officers and 
men, discharges having been authorized 
for all enlisted men having dependents 
and officers who were regarded as key 
workers in defense industries, college 
students and men whose long-continued 
absence would have been detrimental to 
their business or worked unnecessary 
hardships on individuals. Despite this 
large loss in personnel, the report says, 
officers and men displayed such loyalty 
and energy in the recruiting campaign 
that followed that the strength of the Na- 
tional Guard on induction differed very 
little from that before the losses were in- 
curred, 

The report added that the National 
Guard wes ordered into Federal Service 
at the culmination of a 20-year period of 
progressive growth, marked by reorgani- 
zation, motorization and improved train- 
ing. So effective had been this program 
that during the 20-year period 5,964 offi- 
cers were graduated from Army Service 
Schools, while in August, 1940, when large 
scale Field Army maneuvers were held, 
200,129 National Guardsmen participated.

The National Guard, by its willing ac- 
ceptance of the duty and the changes, and 
by furnishing an organized force for the 
protection of the Nation, has justified the 
propriety of the National Defense Act 
and the military policy of the Nation. 
Those who have contributed to this re- 
sult, both in the events of this year and 
in the work of previous years, deserve the 
gratitude and appreciation of the people. 
As the oflicer charged with the admin- 
istration of their effort, I wish in closing 
to express my thanks for their coopera- 
tion so freely given and to recommend 
them for the thanks of the Nation as a 
whole.”

Acquitted By Court Martial 


Accused of making remarks contrary 
to War Department policy in a speech at 
Columbus, Ohio, on 17 Deec., and tried 
before a court martial of ten officers at 
It. Hayes, Ohio, Col. H, C. Kress Muhlen- 
berg, former commander at Hickham 
Field, Honolulu, was acquitted this week 
of the charges brought against him. The 
court’s decisions now goes to Maj. Gen. 
Daniel Van Voorhis, 5th Corps Area com- 
manding general, for review, then to the 
War Department for confirmation. 

Colonel Muhlenberg, who at the time 
of his questioned remarks was awaiting 
retirement, was charged with violating the 
95th Article of War by breaking a promise 
“to refrain from engaging in public 
speeches or discussions concerning the 
foreign or domestic policies of the United 
States or other subjects of a_ political 
nature” as directed by the corps area 
commander, He was charged further with 
violation of the 96th Article of War, in 
that he “wrongfully criticized the ship- 
ment of American airplanes to foreign 
powers, well knowing this to be the policy 
of his government and provided for under 
the Lease-Lend Act passed by the Con- 
gress of the United States.” 

Testifying before the court martial, 
Colonel Muhlenberg said this, “The 
slightest thought or intention of discuss- 
ing or of criticizing the policies of the 
government or reflecting in the slightest 
degree upon the value of our sister ser- 
vice, the Navy; or violating any instruc- 
tions from the War Department or from 
headquarters, Fifth Corps Area, was 
furthest from my mind or plans.” He 
said that his speech, on which the charges 
were based, was intended as a boost for

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Financial Digest 

The long discussed price control Dill 
is near the end of its legislative road this 
week with an administrative victory in 
the conference committee. Acceptance of 
the conference report by both Houses is 
expected. 

The O'Mahoney amendment, sponsored 
by the farm group in the Senate, was 
eliminated. This amendment would have 
tied urban wage levels to farm prices in 
a new parity formula so that they could 
go to an average of 120 per cent of parity 
before price ceilings could be set. As 
agreed upon 110 per cent of parity will 
be the basic point to be reached by farm 
crops before ceilings are ordered. 

Also eliminated was the House provi- 
sion superimposing a five-man board with 
independent price-fixing powers in favor 
of a single price administrator, presum- 
ably to be Leon Henderson. 

Included in the bill contrary to Ad- 
ministration desires are the Bankhead 
amendment and the so-called Paul Brown 
farm price provision of the House bill. 
The former gives the Secretary of Agri- 
culture veto power over any ceilings fixed 
on unprocessed farm crops by the Price 
Administrator. It is further explained, 
however, that the President holds veto 
powers over both the Secretary of Agri- 


culture and the Price Administrator, and | 


thus could nullify any decisions made by 
either party. 

The Paul Brown amendment, on the 
other hand, would set as an alternative 
price level which farm crops must reach 
before a price ceiling can be imposed, the 
average for each crop from 1919 to 1929. 
Senator Brown, however, has stated that 
while it presently permits a slightly 
higher ceiling for cotton and potatoes, the 
present and prospective increase in farm 
parity levels would soon wipe out any ad- 
vantage it now has. 

Slight remnant of the O’Mahoney 
amendment which is retained is that farm 
price levels are fixed as of 1 Dec. as well 
as of 1 Oct., as an alternative point which 
must be reached before ceilings can be 
imposed. Also retained is the provision 
that price ceilings cannot be imposed on 
farm products which are sold under mar- 
keting agreements reached with produc- 
ers by the Department of Agriculture. 

Meanwhile, from Donald M. Nelson, 
American production chief, came the or- 
der this week that no automobiles are to 
be manufactured after 1 Feb., thus free- 
ing completely these facilities for the pro- 
duction of war materials. Mr. Nelson’s 
order permits manufacturers to produce 
autos for an additional 10 days if neces- 
sary to meet January quotas. After this 
thangh, no more new cars. 


Buick Builds Air Engines 

Flint, Mich.—The first Buick-built air- 
craft engines, powerful offensive weapons, 
roared in the test stands this week as this 
General Motors car division announced it 
is in production at an accelerating rate on 
its vast production project for the Army 
Air Corps. 

The event signalized the launching of 
mass production by this manufacturer of 
engines for the Army Air Forces and 
marked completion in record time of a 
gigantic development program which in- 
volved the conversion of two large auto- 
mobile factories and the construction of 
ndditional facilities, 

The Buick project, which began last 
March, has been in production for several 
weeks on parts and sub-assemblies, ac- 
cording to Harlow H. Curtice, chief 
executive of the organization, having 
achieved productive operations in all 
plants within eight months from the time 
construction and equipment was launched. 

Within 200 days from blueprints to 
production and 248 days to finished en- 
zines was the record, Mr. Curtice said.

Senator Lauds Reorganization 

Senator Truman, of Mo., chairman of 
the Special Senate Defense Investigating 
Committee which last week issued a high- 
ly critical report on America’s defense 
effort, this week praised appointment of 
Mr. Donald Nelson as supreme command- 
er of defense procurement and commended 
the reorganization of the Air Corps an- 
nounced last week in this paper. 

“It is hoped that with the authority he 
has been given Mr. Nelson will take swift 
and decisive action to eliminate every 
factor—and there are many—that has re- 
tarded the defense program in the past,” 
Mr. Truman told the Senate. “The com- 
mittee believes,” he continued, “that the 
appointment of General Weaver, and the 
subsequent reorganization under his 
command, will contribute greatly to both 
the quality and quantity of planes neces- 
sary to achieve control of the air on all 
war fronts.” 

In his discussion last week on the Sen- 
ate floor of his report on the national de- 
fense program (printed on page 560 of the 
17 Jan. issue of the ArMy ANp Navy 
JouRNAL), Senator Truman, stating that 
the Oftice of Production Management had 
been entrusted with the task of correlat- 
ing and administering most of the produc- 
tion program, said, “Its record has not 
been impressive ; its mistakes of Commis- 
sion have been legion, and its mistakes of 
omission have been even greater. 

“Apologists for the Office of Production 
Management,” he continued, “have 
stressed the lack of authroity on its part 
to require the other agencies of govern- 
ment with whom it must deal to follow 
its decisions. There has been a very real 
effort to cooperate, even though such co- 
operation has required tremendous sacri- 
fices on the part of tens of thousands of 
small businessmen,” 

Stating that the real power of O.P.M. 
was the public opinion behind it, Mr. Tru- 
man said, “In those instances where it has 
failed the failure has not been due so 
much to the lack of power as to the in- 
eptitude of the officials of the Office of 
roduction Management and their un- 
willingness to use the weapon which they 
had.” 

Declaring “problems as important as 
the labor problem should not be left to 
solve themselves,” Senator Truman 
pointed to the $15-a-day laborers sent to 
Guam whe boasted to the garrison there 
that they got in one day what the military 


received in a month. “Guam now has 
changed hands,” he remarked. “Those 


men still are going to work, and will have 
to be happy and satisfied to get a little 
rice to eat. That is what will happen to 
all of us if we do not win this war.” 

Senator Brewster, of Maine, pointed 
out, “America never has entered any war 
so nearly adequately prepared as in this 
case.” 

Referring to Senator Truman’s com 
ment that dollar-a-year men were in effect 
“lobbyists” in many cases, Senator Brown, 
of Mich., cited the “high-minded” attitude 
Mr. William S. Knudsen took in respect 
to his former associates. “Upon assuming 
his position as O.P.M. director, he im- 
mediately divested himself of all interest 


in this concern,” Mr. Brown said. “In 
discussing the general situation with 


Senator Truman, he stated to me that he 
had found a most high-minded attitude 
in Mr. Knudsen, and highly commended 
him for it.” 





Civilian Bombing Defense 

By a five-vote margin the House this 
week voted to accept a conference vote 
on a civilian defense authorization mea- 
sure, S. 1936, which would leave control 
of such defense with the Director of 
Civilian Defense. 

The House version of the bill called for 
transfer of control to the Secretary of 
War and placed a $100,000,000 limitation 
on appropriations. The Senate accepted 
the limitation but held that the Director 
of Civilian Defense should control. 


The measure now goes to the President. 








Merchant Marine 


Maritime Commissioner Howard L. 
Vickery said late last week that the 
“Maritime Commission has expanded its 
program by negotiating for the construc- 
tion of 522 additional merchant ships at 
an estimated cost of approximately $858,- 
000,000." He explained to reporters at a 
press conference that this action was in 
response to President Roosevelt's direc- 
tive that 8,000,000 deadweight tons of 
shipping be constructed in 1942, 

“American shipyards will turn out over 
1,900 in the next two years,” 
Commissioner Vickery said, explaining 
that this is “the greatest shipbuilding ef- 
fort in history. The ships newly con- 
tracted for represent over 5,000,000 dead- 
weight tons,” he continued, “and will give 
the United States a total of 18,500,000 
tons of new maritime construction” a 
figure which matches that announced by 
President Roosevelt in his “State of the 
Nation” address to Congress. 

The impetus which has been given to 
the Maritime Commission’s program is 
reflected in the announcement by Com- 
missioner Vickery that “the Commis- 
sion’s original plan to construct 574 ships 
of 6,000,000 tons this vear is being en- 
larged to provide for the completion of 
ahout 850 vessels of approximately §8,- 
000,000 tons. In 1943, this pace will be 
speeded up to the rate’ of 1,000 vessels, 
totalling about 10,000,000 tons.” 

Commissioner Vickery pointed out to 
reporters that the expanded shipbuilding 
program is possible of execution largely 
hecause the design of Liberty ships has 
been standardized, and “the building of 
these ships becomes a manufacturing 
problem on the lines of mass production.” 

Concluding his conference, Commis- 
sioner Vickery emphasized that most of 
the new construction would have to be 
accomplished in yards already in produc- 
tion—and that to place new yards in op- 
eration would mean delays of from one 
year to 15 months. 

Testifying recently before a House sub- 
committee of the Committee on Appro- 
priations, considering the Independent 
Offices Appropriation Bill for 1943, Rear

Land, USN-Ret., Mari- 
time Commission chairman stated that 


“we think we have the world licked right 
now on the standard type cargo ship and 
tankers.” It was explained that turbo- 
electric facilities are being put in a great 
many of the new ships, because the same 
turbo-electrice facilities that are used in 
land installations may be utilized in the 
vessels construction. 

The Maritime Commission would be 
given a total of $980,080,000 under the 
provisions of the bill as it was reported 
by the House Appropriations Committee. 
This figure represents an increase of 
$121.540.000 over sums appropriated dur- 
ing fiscal year, 1942. 

Division of Forwarding 

The Maritime Commission late last 
week announced the establishment of a 
Division of Forwarding and the appoint 
ment of Capt. Horatio L. McKay as its 
director. The new division will handle 
the expanding freight forwarding opera 
tions which include Lend-Lease’ ship- 
ments. The division will expedite and di 
rect the movement of cargo from inland 
cities to the seaboard. Captain McKay is 
an experienced steamship executive and 
is president of Wilford and MeKay, 
steamship agents, New York City. 

The newly created Maritime War 
Emergency Board this week announced 
that officers and seamen on American 
merchant vessels will be entitled to re- 
ceive benefits from $150 to $500 for loss 
of personal effects as a result of war op 
erations. Automatic payment will be 
made from $150 to $300, while a maximum 
of $500 will be paid if the 
parties establish that the value of the lost 
possessions was at least $500,

protection of life and property. The sec- 
god is concerned with broader phases of 
@mmunity welfare and the establishment 
of civilian defense volunteer office. Civil 
Air Patrol is a specialized service. 

The Division of Civilian Protection is 
mder the supervision of Army and Navy 
prsonnel. Its functions are the training 
and organization of 15 protective services 
and industrial plant protection. The top 
Army and Navy officials assigned to this 
duty are: Brig. Gen. L. D. Gasser, USA, 
Rear Adm. Clark H. Woodward, USN, 
Maj. E. W. Ridings, USA, Col. W. P. Burn, 
USA, Lt. Comdr. S. Singer, USN, and 
other staff personnel. 

The Plant Protection program, with Ad- 
niral Woodward and Commander Singer 
and staff in charge is a special division of 
the Office of Civilian Defense that has 
een established to work out plans for the 
protection of the nation’s industrial plants 
fom enemy action, including air raids 
and sabotage. This program is voluntary 
and supplements the requirements of the 
Army and Navy in plants having defense 
work contracts and the F.B.I. program. 
The objective of the program is to safe- 
guard life and vital production ; to reduce 
damage from enemy action to the mini- 
mum; and to prepare and train indus- 
trial personnel in advance for emergency. 

The Air Raid Warning Service is a pro- 
gram coordinating both military and civil- 
jan effort to detect enemy air activity and 
to give warning of approach of enemy 
planes to the Army Air Corps and to civil- 
jan populations within the target areas 
affected. The military branch of this ser- 
vice is called the Aircraft Warning Ser- 
vice, Which has been organized by the 
Combat Command of the Army Air Forces 
for detecting and reporting the presence 
ofenemy airplanes thus allowing our own 
fighting planes to locate and attack hos- 
tie raiders and to enable military au- 
thorities to warn communities in the path 
dfinvading bombers and to activate their 
local air raid protection systems. Brig.

U. S. War Effort

cial said this week that vast emergency 
military steps, invoked immediately after 
7 Dee., has resulted in the strengthening 
of our entire West Coast and Hawaiian 
defenses to unprecedented levels and has 
paved the way for sending reinforcements 
to the Southwestern Pacific battle area. 

More than 600,000 troops were moved 
to battle positions within the United 
States immediately following Pearl Har- 
bor, the spokesman said and he added 
that this movement was carried out with 
a minimum of confusion and delay. The 
large numbers of men, planes, and anti- 
aircraft defenses were moved to stations 
on the West Coast from California to 
Alaska, the spokesman said when it was 
reported that the Hawaiian defenses were 
more badly damaged than was actually 
the case. At the same time it was stated 
that aircraft, including both four-engine 
bombers and pursuit planes were sent to 
Hawaii immediately and that now they 
are being sent to the Southwestern Pa- 
cific. 

Although the first reports of the attack 
on Pearl Harbor were exaggerated, the 
spokesman said, it looked as if the West 
Coast had been left stripped of its de- 
fenses. The defenses of the West Coast 
had been prepared on reliance of the Ha- 
wiian outpost defenses, he added. There- 
fore the actual coastal defenses were al- 
lowed to lag somewhat in comparison 
with defenses of other strategic coastal 
areas that had not the first line of outpost 
defenses, as was the situation with regard 
to the Atlantic Coast where no Pearl Har- 
bor could serve as an outpost. 

The attack on Hawaii revealed clearly 
the flexibility of air defenses, the official 
added. It looked for a time as if we had 
lost naval control in the Pacific and the 
only thing to take its place was the big 
bombers. Therefore we immediately 
swung our entire force to plug the leak 
in the west. Fortunately, he said, we had 
the necessary bombers and pursuits which 
were sent to Hawaii—the bombers mak- 
ing the trip by air, the pursuits being sent 
by ship. 

At the same time, he continued, we 
were confronted with the problem of 
building up anti-aircraft and air force de- 
fenses on the Coast. During the early 
days after the attack on Pear] Harbor, an 
army of 600,000 men were shifted within 
the United States. This move was made 
with such efficiency, the official said, that 
a high official of one of our railroads later 
called the job “miraculous.” The Army 
was, he continued, prepared for this job. 
The defenses of the West Coast and the 
Hawaiian Islands are now better than 
they were before the Japanese attack. 
The Army’s plans for storage, switching 
and handling railroad traffic was the out- 
standing key to this successful movement, 
he said. 








Army Warrant Officers 

The War Department will make a num- 
ber of appointments as temporary chief 
warrant officer from among warrant offi 
cers who have completed a total of three 
years’ service as warrant officers or as 
warrant officers (jg) on 1 Feb. 

There are about 115 warrant officers in 
this group, but appointments to chief rank 
will be made only on recommendation by 
immediate superiors for “demonstrated 
ability, type of duty being performed, and 
superior manner of performance.” 

No appointments will be made until all 
recommendations are in, in order to pre- 
serve present seniority of those ap- 
pointed. 

This week’s Special Orders carry a long 
list of warrant officer band leaders of the 
National Guard advanced to temporary 
chief warrant grade by reason of length 
of service and efficiency. 

Present indications are that about 10,- 
000 officers and men will take the final ex- 
aminations for appointment as warrant 
officer (jg), with about 6,000 appoint- 
ments planned to be made from these 
eligibles. 

As of this week, 184 posts in continen-

tal United States had forwarded 8,774 ap- 
plications after preliminary examinations 
were held. About half of the posts and 
units, therefore, have forwarded their ap- 
plications, 


Air Officer Commands 


With a high government official’s state- 
ment this week that U. 8. four-engined 
bombers are providing a balance between 
the United States Naval units in the 
Southwestern Pacific and the numerically 
superior Japanese navy, it is interesting 
to note the number of Air Corps general 
officers that are being placed in key com- 
mands for the defense of the United 
States. In the past few months, as more 
and more impetus has been laid on air 
power, there have been quite a number of 
general commands of strategic defense 
possessions that have been placed in the 
hands of air officers. 

Among some of these assignments that 
have been made recently was that of Maj. 
Gen. George H. Brett, Chief of Air Corps, 
to be Deputy Supreme Commander of 
United Forces in the Southwest Pacific, 
one of the most important commands in 
the Allied war program. In addition, im- 
mediately following the attack on Hawaii, 
Lt. Gen. Delos C. Emmons, Chief of the 
Air Force Combat Command, was as- 
signed to command this American pos- 
session. 

In other key commands throughout the 
United States possessions, the Army al- 
ready had many air officers of proven 
ability. Maj. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton is 
commanding the Philippine Department ; 
Maj. Gen. Gerald C. Brant is the com- 

















manding general of the Newfoundland 
Base Command. Maj. Gen. Frank M. 
Andrews has for some months been in 
command of the highly strategic Carib- 
bean Defense Command which includes 
the vitally important Panama Canal., 
Maj. Gen. Davenport Johnson has com- 
mand of the Caribbean Air Force; Brig. 
Gen. Henry B, Clagett, the Philippine Air 
Force; Brig. Gen. Howard G. Davison 
and Brig. Gen. Clarence L. Tinker are 
both assigned to the Hawaiian Air Force 
and Brig. Gen. Douglas B. Netherwood to 
the Caribbean Air Force. 





Aviation Student Training 

Although still in its infancy, the Army 
Air Corps new Aviation Student training 
for enlisted men may be discontinued in 
the near future. A comprehensive study 
of the Aviation Student training pro- 
gram has just been completed by the 
Aviation Cadet Section, Air Corps, and 
recommendations have been made to the 
Chief of Air Corps. Just what these rec- 
ommendations include can not be an- 
nounced as oflicials explain that they are 
still in “study”; however there is reason 
to believe that the Aviation Student train- 
ing program, which hitherto has proved 
unsuccessful in fulfilling its original pur- 
pose—that of securing unlimited person- 
nel for bombardier, navigator and pilot 
training—might be on its way out. 

The enlisted pilot, bombardier and 
navigator training program was an- 
nounced last June by the War Depart- 
ment. In making its announcement of the 
new program the War Department stated 
that “eventually 20 per cent of the Army 
Air Corps pilot strength may be com- 
posed of men who have risen from the 
ranks to become non-commissioned offi- 
cers.” At the present rate of training, 
this goal can never be realized by the 
enlisted student pilot program. 

With the unlimited expansion of the 
Air Corps now in progress and ranking 
oflicials frequently speaking of more than 
a million men, it is doubtful that the en- 
listed aviation program could ever be 
expanded to meet the set goal of 20 per 
cent of this expanded force, especially in 
pilot strength. 

In addition there is a question of re 
quirements for such training. Last week 
the Air Corps announced that all educa- 
tional requirements that hitherto barred 
approximately 2,000,000 youths from tak- 
ing up Aviation Cadet Training has been 
lifted. This move of course was designed 
to allow as many civilians as possible to 
enlist for Aviation Cadet training; but 
at the same time there is the question of 
whether men already in the Air Corps 
should be barred from this training mere 
ly because they are enlisted men of the 
Army and not civilians.

grade within the jurisdiction of the higher 
unit, who are not occupying positions approp- 
riate to the grade and arm or service as pre- 
scribed by Tables of Organization or other au- 
thorized War Department allotment. Hence, 
final recommendations for promotion must be 
based upon existing position vacancies under 
the jurisdiction of the authorities mentioned 
in paragraph Ic. 

(4) (a) In computing the total number of 
position vacancies which may be filled under 
this authority, the total number of position 
vacancies existing in each grade and arm or 
service in the command or activity as of 1 
February 1942, will be used. 

(b) For example: On 1 February 1942, 1,000 
authorized positions for the grade of captain, 
Infantry, exist in an army (or agency of the 
War Department): 100 of the positions are 
vacant, The army commander (or head of 
the War Department agency) is authorized 
under this authority to fill 60 percent of these 
pesition vacancies by promotion of 60 qualli- 
fied first lieutenants of Infantry (par. 4) and 
to maintain the then total 960 filled positions 
thereafter by subsequent promotion as new 
position vacancies in that grade and arm or 
service occur therein. This total (960) of posi- 
tions to be kept filled by the army commander 
(or agency of the War Department) will not 
thereafter be exceeded until the percentage 
allotted by the War Department is raised. 
The remaining 40 percent of the position va- 
cancies existing on 1 February 1942 (40 posi- 
tion vacancies), will be filled by the War De- 
partment by transferring, assigning, promo- 
ting, and calling to active duty, officers of 
grades and arms or services appropriate to 
the position vacancies, 

(c) This principle will apply to all posi- 
tion vacancies in all grades and arms or ser- 
vices, and to all position vacancies in which 
the branch is immaterial, in all commands 
and War Department agencies. 

b. Position vacancies existing in all units 
will be filled as far as possible by reassogn- 
ment of officers of appropriate arms or ser- 
vices and grades before recommendations for 
promotion are called for or forwarded by 
higher commanders, All commanders of the 
field forces, or corps areas and departments, 
all chiefs of arms and services, and all other 
War Department agencies including the War 
Department General Staff, will immediately 
initiate the steps necessary to a reassignment 
of officers by grade and arm or service who 
are in excess of the total allotted in each 
grade by Tables of Organization or other ap- 
proved War Department allotments, Surplus 
officers stl] remaining within the jurisdiction 
of a command or activity (exclusive of the 
overstrength allowea certain units of the fleld 
forces) will be reported to the next higher 
authority for reassignment. This reassign- 
ment will. be completed by the authorities 
mentioned in paragraph 1c (less heads of divi- 
sions of the War Department General Staff 
and other War Department activities not 
otherwise mentioned) by 1 February 1942; it 
will be completed by heads of divisions of the 
War Department Genera] Staff and of other 
War Department activities, not otherwise 
mentioned, by 1 March 1942, 

3. The special promotion system prescribed 
in Appendix B, MR 1-3, is applicable at once 
to all troops stationed outside the continental 
limits of the United States, including Alaska. 
Commanding generals mentioned in _ para- 
graph le who have superior jurisdiction over 
troops stationed outside the continental limits 
of the United States will establish the per- 
centages of position vacancies which may be 
filled by promotion within those commands as 
indicated in paragraph 8, Appendix B, MR 
1-3, and will submit recommendations based 
thereon. Except for American Forces in the 
Far Hast, in no case will the established per- 
centages exceed 60 percent of existing position 
vacancies for any grade in any arm or ser- 
vice without special authority from the War 
Department. (See par. 2.) 

4. For troops stationed within the con- 
tinental limits of the United States, Appendix 
B, MR 1-3, is modified as follows: 

a. Paragraph 5, Appendix B, MR 1-3, will 
not be operative until further orders, 

b. The provisions of paragraph 9, Appendix 
B, MR 1-3, will be interpreted to authorize the 
Chief of the Armored Force and the Chief of 
the Army Air Forces to establish the per- 
centages of vacancies to be filled by promotion 
in units under their jurisdiction. (See par. 2.) 

ec. Allotments of percentages of existing 
position vacancies to be filled by promotion 
as indicated in paragraphs 7, 8, 9, and 10, 
Appendix B, MR 1-3, will not be established 
by GHQ, army commanders, the Chief of the 
Armored Force, or the Chief of the Army Air 
Forces until the completion, on or about 1 
February 1942, of the exchange of overage 
officers now with troop units for troop-age 
officers now serving on overhead duty. Recom- 
mendations for promotion will not be for- 
warded to the War Department prior to 1 

February 1942, Except for the Army Air 
Forces, in no case will the allotted percent- 
ages exceed 60 percent of existing position 
vacancies in any grade in any arm or service. 

(See par. 2.) 

d. The percentage of existing position va- 





eancies which may be filled by promotion 
within units and activities under the jurisdic- 
tion of corps area commanders and chiefs of 
arms and services, within divisions of the 
War Department General Staff, and within 
other War Department overhead activities not 
under the jurisdiction of the chiefs of arms 
or services will be announced by the War De- 
partment upon completion of Tables of Or- 
ganization or tables of allotment for those 
units and activities. Corps area commanders, 
chiefs of arms and services, and other War 
Department overhead activities will be ad- 
vised when they may begin submitting recom- 
mendations for promotion to fill existing va- 
cancies under these Tables of Organization 
and tables of allotment. (See par. 2.) 

5. The system preseribed by Appendix B, 
MR 1-3, will apply only to:ppsition va#@incies 
existing in the grades of ‘colonel and«below. 
Vacancies in the grades of: general offimer will 
not be filled under this authority. 

6. Normally no officer will be recommended 
for promotion for more than one grade at a 
time, and no officer except a second lieutenant 
will be recommended for promotion until he 
has been assigned to a position of the higher 
grade and has actually performed the duties 
of the higher grade for a period of at least 
6 months. Where the circumstances clearly 
indicate that the best interests of the service 
will only be served by making an exception 
to this “6 months in position and higher 
grade” policy, the War Department will con- 
sider such a recommendation, provided the 
circumstances which warrant an exception 
are clearly set forth. No recommendation 
which fails to meet the requirements of this 
paragraph will be forwarded to the War De- 
partment, The provisions of this paragraph 
do not apply to troops under the commanding 
general, American Forces in the Far Hast. 

7. In the application of paragraph 7, Ap- 
pendix B, MR 1-3, position vacancies existing 
in divisions, regiments, and similar or smaller 
separate commands will be filled by unit pro- 
motion only to.the extent which will promote 
the best interest of the service and efficiency 
of the Army. When, in the opinion of a 
higher commander, efficiency of the Army will 
be served best by promotion of the best-fitted 
officer in one unit and his transfer to another 
to fill an existing position vacancy therein, 
this procedure will be followed. The primary 
purpose of temporary promotion is to en- 
hance the efficiency of the Army by promotion 
of the best fitted to fill existing position va- 
cancies, This end will be achieved only by a 
eareful study by each echelon of command 
of each recommendation for promotion pass- 
ing through its headquarters. 

8. a. Each recommendation for promotion 
will pass through the normal channels of 
command, except as indicated in paragraph 
lc. In order to facilitate administrative pro- 
cedures in the office of The Adjutant General, 
whose_ records of officers are separated by 
component, and to facilitate the handling of 
recommendations by the War Department, all 
recommendations for promotion of officers 
will be separated by component, 

b. The final recommendation of an author- 
ity listed in paragraph 1c having jurisdiction 
over the officer concerned and the position 
vacancy to be filled will, except for American 
Forces in the Far East, contain the following 
information: 

(1) His concurrence, 

(2) Name, grade, serial number, and arm or 
service of officer recommended. 

(3) Grade to which promotion is recom- 
mended and a statement that the officer, ex- 
cept in the case of a second Heutenant, has 
performed the duties of the higher grade and 
position for 6 months or more or full reasons 
why an exception should be made in his case 
with respect to the “six months’” policy. 

(4) (a) Total number of similar positions 
under his jurisdiction and the total number 
of officers under his jurisdiction of the grade 
and arm or service appropriate to the posi 
tion, 

(b) Statement that by filling this position 
by promotion and by the promotion of others 
previously recommended on which final action 
has not been reported by the War Depart- 
ment, he will not exceed the allotted percent- 
age of position vacancies which may be filled 
by promotion. (See pars. 2, 3, and 4.) 

A recommendation which does not have the 
concurrence of the appropriate authority 
listed in paragraph le will not be forwarded 
to the War Department. 

9. Those recommendations for promotion of 
officers who have qualified for promotion un- 
der the discontinued policies (see par. 1a) on 
or before 1 January 1942, which are now be- 
ing processed, will be completed and for- 
warded to the War Department without delay. 
These recommendations will be counted with- 
in the percentages of position vacancies au- 
thorized to be filled by promotion (see pars. 
2, 3, and 4). No other recommendations for 
promotion based upon the discontinued 
policies will be forwarded to the War Depart- 
ment. 

Il—Special promotion system, Appendix B, 
MR 1-3. 

1, Purpose.—The instructions herein will 
govern as to the subsequent wartime promo- 
tion of officers of the Army of the United 
States provided for in basic instructions on 
that subject in these regulations. 
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2. By whose authority promotions made. 
All promotions are made by appointment by 
the President. The commanding general of 
the field forces (GHQ), theatre commanders, 
army, corps area, and department command- 
ers, and the chief of each arm, service, and 
bureau of the War Department will make 
recommendations through prescribed chan- 
nels for promotion of officers under their re- 
spective jurisdictions. 

3. Recommendations for promotion.—a. 
Recommendations made by the commanders 
of divisions or of other units to theatre com- 
manders will be forwarded with appropriate 
recommendations regardless of the fact that 
the officers concerned may be hospitalized at 
some date subsequent to the original recom- 
mendation. In such cases the division or 
other commander will recommend an addi 
tional promotion, or the vacancy will be filled 
by replacement without prejudice to the 
original recommendation. Recommendations 
for promotions of hospitalized officers may 
be submitted to theatre commanders on or 
after the date of hospitalization of the officer 
concerned. 

b. The provisions of a above will also ap 
ply in the case of recommendations for pro- 
motion submitted by or through Army com 
manders, corps area or department command 
ers, or chiefs of arms or services, 

4. Basis of promotions.—Recommendations 
for promotion will be regarded as an essen- 
tial function of command, They will be based 
solely on demonstrated fitness and capacity, 
except that selections will ordinarily he made 
from the next lower grade and from the ap- 
propriate arm or service in each grade. 

5. Separations.-In order that combat units 
and administrative or supply organizations | 
may be commanded by officers of appropriate 
grades, and to insure the flow of promotion 
within organizations, the following practice 





will obtain in regard to the preparation of 
returns and reports: 

An officer detached or detailed from his or 
ganization for a period which will exceed 
thirty days will be transferred from his or- | 
ganization to the organization, school, or es- | 
tablishment to which he goes for such period. 
Such transfers will be considered effective at 
the time of departure, and officers leaving 
their organizations will be dropped from their 
rolls accordingly. In the case of leaves of ab 
sence of more than thirty days’ duration, of- 
ficers will be transferred to corps area or 
theatre replacement centers at the commence- 
ment of such leaves. In the case of divisions 
serving in the combat zone, the above-men 
tioned period will be reduced to fifteen days. 

6. General.—Within the meaning of these 
instructions the term “vacancy” means that 
an authorized position exists and that this 
position either is unoccupied or is occupied 
by an officer of a grade lower than the au 
thorized one. Such a position is authorized 
by approval of a Table of Organization or by 
other apprepriate instructions of the War De 
partment, 

7. Vacancies within divisions.—Except as 
provided in paragraph 8, vacancies within di 
visions will be filled as follows: 

a. Vacancies in any grade from that next 
above the lowest to that of major, inclusive, 
occurring in any regiment or separate unit, 
will be filled so far as practicable by the 
promotion of officers of the next lower grade 
in the regiment or separate unit in which the 
vacancy occurs. In the discretion of the di 
vision commander, however, recommendation 
may be made to fill any such vacancy by the 
promotion of an officer of the next lower grade 
from some other source within the division. 

b. Vacancies in the grades of colonel and 
lieutenant colonel will be filled so far as prac 
ticable by the promotion of officers in the 
next lower grades, respectively, within the 
division. 

ec. If the division is serving within the zone 
of the interior and the vacancies are not filled 
by the commanding general of the army or of 
the corps area under the army or corps area 
allotment, as described in paragraph 8, the 
division commander will be directed to sub 
mit recommendations for promotions to fill 





the vacancies, directly to the army com 
mander, or to the corps area commander if 
the division is still under the latter's com- | 
mand, 


d. If the division is serving within a theatre 
of operations and the vacancies are not filled 
by the theatre commander under his allot 
ment, as described in paragraph 8, the divi 
sion commander will be directed to submit 
recommendations for promotions, to fill the 
vacancies, directly to the theatre commander 
(furnishing copies to all intermediate higher 
commanders). The theatre commander will 
then take the action prescribed in paragraph 


8. Percentage allotments.—In order to pro 
vide for the interchange of officers between 
rear and front and to provide necessary 
flexibility in policies which govern replace 
ments furnished from schools, hospitals, and 
other centers, allotments may be made by 
army, corps area, and theatre commanders. 
Such allotments will establish percentages 
which will govern the number of vacancies 
within divisions which will be filled by re 
placements. These allotments will in general 
not exceed 40 percent of the vacancies occur 
ring in each grade above the lowest in each | 
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arm or service in any division. These allot. 
ments may be filled by replacements fp. 
nished by the corps area or theatre in whig 
the division concerned is serving. All othe 
vacancies occurring in divisions will in gen 
eral be filled by promotions from within thy 
divisions in accordance with paragraph ; 
except in cases where suitable officers of ty, 
next lower grades and of appropriate arp, 
or services are not available.
